Most of us at one time or another make resolutions. 
Perhaps one that many could today agree upon would be 
that we try to have more economical government at all 
levels. 
In the merchandising field, we all like “ bargains” And 
not from a fig tree, but the market place, our officials 
might learn a parable to be popular, offer the people some 
“ bargains” in government. 
Following this line of thought, those who believe an 
improvement can be made in our government might write 
a short note to our President, governors, senators, 
congressmen, may ors, members of school boards, and 
other officials, asking this simple question: 
“ What do y ou purpose to do to reduce the cost of 
government? ” 
We can forever talk on this subject, and long after y ou 
and I are in the cemetery it will still be only a topic of 
conversation unless some concrete action is taken. I would 
like to suggest that we take the 1955-56 federal budget of 65 
billion, when we all can remember we still had plenty of 
government, add to each item the increase since in cost of 
living, and insist that each bureau, department head, etc. 
conduct its affairs within these limits. Those who can’t 
should be replaced with others with more ability . And pass 
80 per cent of savings on in a tax cut across the board. 
If some members of the House and Senate will offer this 
1955-56 budget as an alternative or substitute for the 
present one proposed, the issue will be at least joined. The 
American people will know whether we can ever expect 
any sanity and economy in our government. Many will 
say , “ This is not a perfect solution.” There will probably 
never be a “ perfect” solution. This will not wreck 
government, as in 1948 the costs were 38 billion dollars, or tha n in the field 
only about one-third of today ’s proposal.

“The big difference between 
puppets 
and 
people 
is 
they 
(puppets) have no egos,” Bil 
Baird, world famous puppeteer, 
said at a workshop Thursday in 
the Sikeston Middle School 
gymnasium. 
The workshop was sponsored by 
the Arts and Education com­ 
mittee 
of 
the 
Sikeston 
Arts 
Council in conjunction with the 
Mid-America 
A rts 
Alliance. 
About 25 women (housewives, 
teachers and group leaders, 
), 
two or three men and a handful of 
bemused 
children, -were 
en­ 
tertained and introduced to the 
varieties of puppets. 
Baird began the discussion with 
a history of puppetry. He said the 
first evidence of puppets were 
drawings 
by 
cavemen 20,000 
years ago in Europe and China. 
The cavemen’s puppets were 
simple masks. Puppets also were 
used by the Romans in church 
because “actors were considered 
too vulgar.” 
Puppets are so effective. For 
instance, you can ask people to be 
polite or pay their bills. ” 


In 
fact, 
puppets 
influence 
people so well that in Russia 
“children go to puppet shows to 
learn before they go to school,” 
Baird said. 
To make a puppet show quickly, 
Baird said shadow puppets are 
the best ones to tackle. These are 
puppets cut from cardboard with 
nylon over them. Fluorescent 
lighting should be used to 
highlight them, he said. 


To 
vaoid 
frustration, 
the 
beginner should “take the sim­ 
plest thing to work with,” such as 
shadow puppets, he emphasized. 
However, a good puppet is not a 
guarantee of a good show, but a 
good script is.” 
Baird also had three members 
of his troupe demonstrate his 
stuffed fish puppets. The stuffing 
was polyethelene foam, covered 
with cloth and felt. The beginner 
should use polyethelene of a one- 
half inch thickness, he said. 
Hand puppets , another type, 
are those controlled by a rod 
directly underneath the puppet. 
He said they were used 500-600 
years ago in northern Italy and 
Sicily and could weigh as much as 
80 pounds each. 


Baird had three of his pup­ 
peteers sing, using his walrus 
puppets. He said a good puppeteer 
should speak to fit the puppet’s 
mouth to be effective. 
In addition, “the person han­ 
dling the puppet should do the 
talking.” He said puppetry can 
quell a child’s shyness. For in­ 
stance, Baird said one of his 
puppeteers visited a hospital and 
a child, who had not talked in 
three years, managed a “hello” to 
a puppet. 
He also introduced the audience 
to Jackson, a black man, and a 
knight in shining arm or who 
bleeds beet juice when wounded.

string 


marionettes. 
Baird said marionettes are the 
most difficult to learn to use and 
suggested 
using 
stuffed 
ones 
rather than wooden marionettes. 
“Stuffed ones are easier to use for 
kids an won’t click if the stage is 
wooden, he said. 


He and his troupe demonstrated 
string marionettes with a song 
sung by 
the three Andrews’ 
sisters, an act revived from the 
Ziegfeld Follies he and his wife 
didin the latel930’s.

EDITORS NOTE: It may not 
be long before some coach of a 
woman’s athletic teams exhorts 
her disciples to win one for the 
Gipper, or some other hero. 
With the mandate of a new fed­ 
eral law called Title IX, wom­ 
en’s collegiate sports will grow 
fast, and they may soon look 
like the men’s teams. This, the 
final installment of a five-part 
series on “from bake sales to 
half the pie,” examines a new 
philosophy in women’s sports, 
and how it may expand.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
old joke was that women went 
to college to get their Mrs. — a 
degree in marriage. 
No matter how untrue that 
line was then and is now, it did 
reflect the lack of opportunities 
women had on campuses to do 
things other than win bake-offs 
and husbands. 
Title IX of the 1972 Education 
Act, 
which 
forbids 
dis­ 
crimination “under any educa­ 
tion program or activity receiv­ 
ing 
federal 
financial 
assist­ 
ance,” has begun to change 
that. 
It 
doesn’t 
prevent 
women 
from 
finding 
husbands, 
nor 
men from finding wives, but it 
does make it illegal for any 
school which receives federal 
funds to deny women equal op­ 
portunities in athletics. 
And women are making the 
most 
of 
those 
opportunities, 
which one official in the federal 
government calls 
“God-given, 
but not recognized by Congress 
until 1972.” 
The University of Pittsburgh, 
for example, has stopped play­ 
ing games with women’s athlet­ 
ics. Its women’s sports pro­ 
gram is one of the most aggres­ 
sive in the country. 
“We want to win,” says Pitt’s 
assistant athletic director Sand­ 
ra Bullman. “We will do what 
has to be done to win. That is 
what we are here for.” 
Della Durant, who heads the 


women’s athletic program at 
Penn State, says she is looking 
for “the excellence of women in 
sport ... the team champion, 
the All-American.” 
The 
women’s 
athletic 
pro­ 
gram at Pitt is now receiving 
$130,000 from an estimated total 
athletic budget of $1.9 million. 
At Penn State, a budget of 
about $2.7 million has roughly 
$160,000 earmarked for wom­ 
en’s sports. 
Only 
the 
Department 
of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
can decide whether these out­ 
lays comply with its Title IX 
enforcement regulations. HEW, 
the executive agency respon­ 
sible for seeing that the schools 
are in compliance with Title 
IX, 
proposed 
tentative regu­ 
lations in June, which are now 
undergoing revision. 
“We’ll be looking at the total­ 
ity of the program,” says Gwen 
Gregory, 
main 
author 
of 
HEW’s 
Title 
IX 
regulations. 
“And we’ll look at the individ­ 
ual aspects of the teams — uni­ 
forms, 
facilities, 
coaching, 
training facilities, 
travel ex­ 
penses and per diem allow­ 
ances. Everything. 
“We don’t have any jurisdic­ 
tion over what types of sports 
they offer, or whether they of­ 
fer them at all,” she says. 
“We’re just going to make sure 
they don’t discriminate in the 
offering of those programs.” 
Miss Gregory says that many 
athletic 
directors 
she 
has 
talked to seem to be on the 
right track, while others are 
looking for the nearest loop­ 
hole. 
“ If they want to know what 
the minimum is so they don’t 
have to go any farther, then 
they’re missing the point.

athletic coffers — three times 
as much as last year — and a 
prediction of $500,000 by 1979, 
UCLA might become known as 
the UCLA of women’s sports. 
“They’re trying. They’re mak­ 
ing a good-faith effort,” says 
Miss Gregory. 
And they’ve also come up 
teams just for women, a sort of 
tem porary 
reverse 
dis­ 
crimination to atone for past 
abuses. 
“If a women is already a su­ 
perstar, she can try out for the 
men’s teams,” Miss Gregory 
says of the plan called affirma­ 
tive action. “But men can’t try 
out for the women’s teams. 
“This is limited, though. It’ll 
go on, 
not necessarily until 
women are up to par with the 
men, but at least until the 
women have received the train­ 
ing they have been precluded 
from in the past.” 
The UCLA athletic depart­ 
ment says no legal actions have 
been taken against its affirma­ 
tive action teams yet, but a 
similar program in the Penn­ 
sylvania high schools 
is ex­ 
pected to be challenged. 
Some 
schools 
around 
the 
country which do not have the 
funds for two separate teams 
may open one team to both 
sexes. The thinking is that rath­ 
er than build a separate pro­ 
gram from scratch, allowing 
women 
to

On the surface, one non-ex­ 
clusive coed team seems fair; 
under the surface the water 
can be highly polluted. 
“We don’t want all men’s 
teams open to women,” says 
Joanne Thorpe, assistant athlet­ 
ic director at Southern Illinois.

Title IX will probably be the 
biggest thing to hit women’s 
and men’s sports since the in­ 
vention of the whistle.

IX is that there will eventually

men’s and women’s sports. 
But maybe since the men’s 
win-at-all-cost 
philosophy 
has 
rubbed off on some of the wom­ 
en, some of the women’s values 
can catch up to the men. 
“I hope we can keep the 
‘lady’ 
in 
the 
games,” 
says 
Wanda Carroll, a high school 
basketball 
coach 
in 
Illinois. 
“It’s as important for girls as 
it is for boys to learn to win 
and to learn to lose. And to do 
both gracefully.”

The POWER of FAITH 


By W O O D I ISHMAEL 
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Scripture: Ezekiel 36-37 
God is ever faithful re­ 
gardless of the circumstances 
encountered by His people. 
This has always been true, as 
indicated in our Scripture for 
today. 
Ezekiel, 
an interesting 
prophet to study, served as 
‘watchman” for Israel some 
twenty-five 
centuries ago. 
He should be around in our 
day. The world is in serious 
need for a new “watchman” 
since it could use a new 
spirit. 
Ezekiel was with Jeremiah 
in Jerusalem when that city 
fell. 
He 
was with the 
Israelites in their exile so he 
fully 
comprehended their 
feelings as well as their needs. 
We are reminded here that 
God never lets His people go. 
As J. W. Hamilton points out 
in his book, Where Now Is 
Thy God?, “God is no spec­ 
tator looking on. 
He is 
nearer than we think.” 
“He is 
stirring in our 
midst, 
although often He 
becomes 
obscured in the 
clamorous 
confusion,” 
Hamilton adds. 
The Scripture today re­ 
presents sermons by Ezekiel 
directed to Judah and Jeru­ 
salem. 
He has a message 
from God, designed to stir 
up the people and to remind 
them that it isn’t too late to 
admit their sins and turn 
again 
to 
God for help. 
Ezekiel presents 
vivid and 
colorful words. 
“People listened to him 
out 
of 
appreciation for 
aesthetic 
beauty, 
even 
, though their minds were too 
engrossed with selfish pas­ 
sions to heed his teaching,” 
according to the Interpreter’s 
Commentary. 
Many nations have exper­ 
ienced 
similar 
incidents. 
Even 
as this nation ap­ 
proaches its 200th birthday, 
we feel a need to renew, re­ 
create, and restore the spirit 
that prevailed in 1776. 
“I will take out of your 
flesh the heart of stone and 
give you a heart of flesh,” 
God promised the people. 
He realized that bitterness 
often exists in the hearts of 
people 
when their leaders 
fail them. 
Unfortunately, too many 
persons think of God only as 


some one who existed long 
before our day. 
We must 
remember that God exists in 
every age, the past, present, 
and future. 
Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., said that “If the church 
of today does not recapturfe 
the sacrificial spirit of the 
early church, it will lose its 
authentic ring, 
forfeit the 
loyalty of millions, and be 
dismissed 
as an irrelevant 
social club with no meaning 
for the twentieth century. 
Ezekiel urged the people 
to repent and seek forgive­ 
ness for their sins. A revival 
and renewal was needed then 
as 
today. 
Many of the 
people then, as in many parts 
of 
the world today, had 
abandoned hope. 
Ezekiel was handicapped 
in his role of pastor-priest 
to scattered Israel. 
He en­ 
countered persons who were 
bias 
against anything new 
and who fought any sug­ 
gested change. 
Yet 
when 
everything 
seems impossible, God s help 
is always available. And one 
must remember that while 
legal responsibility may be 
compromised, 
spiritual in­ 
tegrity is consistent. 
Ezekiel’s stem words fell 
upon the ears of people who 
had 
suffered horribly in 
exile. 
Yet out of this suf­ 
fering a new spirit eventually 
developed. 
Unfortunately, we have a 
tendency 
to overlook our 
moral and spiritual failures. 
Like other prophets, Ezekiel 
kept stressing God’s presence 
and His promise of individual 
hope. 
God has promised us a 
new heart to use in seeking 
forgiveness. 
He only asks 
that we turn to Him for 
spiritual assurance. He wants 
us to know, love and obey 
Him. 
Today God faces more 
competition for our atten­ 
tion. 
Prophets are needed 
today to draw our attention 
from 
the 
more material 
aspects of our society. 
Rather than turn to psy­ 
chiatrists, 
columnists, and 
self-proclaimed 
healers, we 
should follow the wordis of 
Ezekiel and remind ourselves 
that God is always available 
to solve our problems. 


THE BIBLE 


161. Solomon’s Great Wisdom 


Soon after Solomon had been granted wealth and wisdom, two young women came 
to the king to have a dispute settled. One of the women stated that she had recenly given 
birth to a baby and that the other woman (who lived with her) had delivered a child 
three days later. However, the child born last died, and its mother switched the dead 
child with the living one during the night. 
When the case was brought before him, Solomon commanded that a sword be brought 
to him, and he said, ” ... Divide the living child in two, and give half to the one, and 
half to the other.” (I Kings 3:25) 
The woman who really was the mother of the child and who truly loved him shouted 
that the other woman should be given the child so that it might live. However, the other 
woman who claimed to be the mother of the child wanted the child slain and divided. 
In this way did Solomon discover the child's real mother. "A nd all Israel heard of the 
judgment...; and they feared the knig, for they saw that the wisdom of God was in 
Kim to do judgment.” (I Kings 4:28)

About 25 women (housewives,

tertained and introduced to the 
varieties of puppets. 
Baird began the discussion with 
a history of puppetry. He said the 
first evidence of puppets were 
drawings 
by 
cavemen 
20,000 
years ago in Europe and China. 
The cavemen’s puppets were 
simple masks Puppets also were 
used by the Romans in church 
because “actors were considered 
too vulgar.” 
Puppets are so effective. For 
instance, you can ask people to be 
polite or pay their bills.” 


In 
fact, 
puppets 
influence 
people so well that in Russia 
“children go to puppet shows to 
learn before they go to school,” 
Baird said. 
To make a puppet show quickly, 
Baird said shadow puppets are 
the best ones to tackle. These are 
puppets cut from cardboard with 
nylon over them. 
Fluorescent 
lighting should 
be used to 
highlight them, he said. 


To 
vaoid 
frustration, 
the 
beginner should “take the sim­ 
plest thing to work with,” such as 
shadow puppets, he emphasized. 
However, a good puppet is not a 
guarantee of a good show, but a 
good script is.” 
Baird also had three members 
of his troupe demonstrate his 
stuffed fish puppets. The stuffing 
was polyethelene foam, covered 
with cloth and felt. The beginner 
should use polyethelene of a one- 
half inch thickness, he said. 
Hand puppets , another type, 
are those controlled by a rod 
directly underneath the puppet. 
He said they were used 500-600 
years ago in northern Italy and 
Sicily and could weigh as much as 
80 pounds each. 


Baird had three of his pup­ 
peteers sing, using his walrus 
puppets. He said a good puppeteer 
should speak to fit the puppet’s 
mouth to be effective. 
In addition, “the person han­ 
dling the puppet should do the 
talking.” He said puppetry can 
quell a child’s shyness. For in­ 
stance, Baird said one of his 
puppeteers visited a hospital and 
a child, who had not talked in 
three years, managed a “hello” to 
a puppet. 
He also introduced the audience 
to Jackson, a black man, and a 
knight in shining armor who 
bleeds beet juice when wounded.

With the mandate of a new fed­ 
eral law called Title IX, wom­ 
en's collegiate sports will grow 
fast, and they may soon look 
like the men’s teams. This, the 
final installment of a five-part 
series on “from bake sales to 
half the pie,” examines a new 
philosophy in women’s sports, 
and how' it may expand.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
old joke was that women went 
to college to get their Mrs. — a 
degree in marriage. 
No matter how untrue that 
line was then and is now, it did 
reflect the lack of opportunities 
women had on campuses to do 
things other than win bake-offs 
and husbands. 
Title IX of the 1972 Education 
Act, 
which 
forbids 
dis­ 
crimination “under any educa­ 
tion program or activity receiv­ 
ing 
federal 
financial 
assist­ 
ance,” 
has 
begun 
to change 
that. 
It 
doesn’t 
prevent 
women 
from 
finding 
husbands, 
nor 
men from finding wives, but it 
does make it illegal for any 
school which receives federal 
funds to deny women equal op­ 
portunities in athletics. 
And women are making the 
most 
of 
those 
opportunities, 
which one official in the federal 
government 
calls 
“God-given, 
but not recognized by Congress 
until 1972.” 
The University of Pittsburgh, 
for example, has stopped play­ 
ing games with women’s athlet­ 
ics. 
Its 
women’s 
sports 
pro­ 
gram is one of the most aggres­ 
sive in the country. 
“We want to win,” says Pitt’s 
assistant athletic director Sand­ 
ra Bullman. “We will do what 
has to be done to win. That is 
what we are here for.” 
Della Durant, who heads the 


women’s 
athletic 
program 
at 
Penn State, says she is looking 
for “the excellence of women in 
sport 
... 
the team champion, 
the All-American.” 
The 
women’s 
athletic 
pro­ 
gram at Pitt is now receiving 
$130,000 from an estimated total 
athletic budget of $1.9 million. 
At 
Penn 
State, 
a 
budget of 
about $2.7 million has roughly 
$160,000 
earmarked 
for 
wom­ 
en’s sports. 
Only 
the 
Department 
of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
can decide whether these out­ 
lays comply with its Title IX 
enforcement regulations 
HEW, 
the 
executive 
agency 
respon­ 
sible for seeing that the schools 
are in compliance with Title 
IX, 
proposed 
tentative 
regu­ 
lations in June, which are now 
undergoing revision. 
"W’e’ll be looking at the total­ 
ity of the program,” says Gwen 
Gregory, 
main 
author 
of 
HEW’s 
Title 
IX 
regulations. 
“And we’ll look at the individ­ 
ual aspects of the teams — uni­ 
forms, 
facilities, coaching, 
training 
facilities, travel ex­ 
penses 
and 
per 
diem 
allow­ 
ances. Everything. 
“We don’t have any jurisdic­ 
tion over what types of sports 
they offer, or whether they of­ 
fer 
them 
at all,” 
she 
says. 
“We’re just going to make sure 
they don’t discriminate in the 
offering of those programs.” 
Miss Gregory says that many 
athletic 
directors 
she 
has 
talked to seem to be on the 
right track, while others are 
looking 
for the nearest loop­ 
hole. 
“If they want to know what 
the minimum is so they don’t 
have to go any farther, then 
they’re missing the point. And 
I’d say the first thing they have 
to do is to do something about 
their attitude.” 
One school that seems to be 
more than one step ahead of 
the law is UCLA. In men’s bas­ 
ketball, UCLA is the standard 
of excellence. 
With $180,000 in its women’s 
OSHA 
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athletic coffers — three times 
as much as last year — and a 
prediction of $500,000 by 1979, 
UCLA might become known as 
the UCLA of women’s sports. 
“They’re trying. They’re mak­ 
ing a good-faith effort,” says 
Miss Gregory. 
And 
they’ve also come up 
teams just for women, a sort of 
temporary 
reverse 
dis­ 
crimination to atone for past 
abuses. 
“If a women is already a su­ 
perstar, she can try out for the 
men’s 
teams,” 
Miss 
Gregory 
says of the plan called affirma­ 
tive action. “But men can’t try 
out for the women’s teams. 
“This is limited, though. It’ll 
go 
on, 
not 
necessarily 
until 
women are up to par with the 
men, 
but 
at 
least 
until 
the 
women have received the train­ 
ing they have been precluded 
from in the past.” 
The 
UCLA 
athletic 
depart­ 
ment says no legal actions have 
been taken against its affirma­ 
tive action teams yet, but a 
similar program in the Penn­ 
sylvania 
high 
schools 
is 
ex­ 
pected to be challenged. 
Some 
schools 
around 
the 
country which do not have the 
funds for two separate teams 
may open one team to both 
sexes. The thinking is that rath­ 
er than build a separate pro­ 
gram 
from 
scratch, 
allowing 
women 
to 
join 
the 
already 
existing men’s teams will be 
most economical. 
On the surface, one non-ex­ 
clusive coed team seems fair; 
under 
the surface 
the water 
can be highly polluted. 
“We 
don’t 
want all 
men’s 
teams open to women,” says 
Joanne Thorpe, assistant athlet­ 
ic director at Southern Illinois. 
“Very few women will make 
those teams. The solution ap­ 
pears to be fair, but actually it 
is 
more 
discriminatory 
than 
what we have now.” 
No 
matter 
what 
happens, 
Title IX will probably be the 
biggest 
thing to hit women's 
and men’s sports since the in­ 
vention of the whistle. 
The hoped-for effect of Title 
IX is that there will eventually 
be 
little 
difference 
between 
men's and women’s sports. 
But maybe since the men’s 
win-at-all-cost 
philosophy 
has 
rubbed off on some of the wom­ 
en, some of the women’s values 
can catch up to the men. 
“I 
hope we can keep the 
’lady' 
in 
the 
gam es,” 
says 
Wanda Carroll, a high school 
basketball 
coach 
in 
Illinois. 
“It’s as important for girls as 
it is for boys to learn to win 
and to learn to lose. And to do 
both gracefully.”

The POWER of FAITH

Scripture: Ezekiel 36-37 
God is ever faithful re­ 
gardless of the circumstances 
encountered by His people. 
This has always been true, as 
indicated in our Scripture for 
today. 
Ezekiel, 
an 
interesting 
prophet to study, served as 
watchman” for Israel some 
twenty-five 
centuries ago. 
He should be around in our 
day. The world is in serious 
need for a new “watchman” 
since it could 
use a new 
spirit. 
Ezekiel was with Jeremiah 
in Jerusalem when that city 
fell. 
He 
was with the 
Israelites in their exile so he 
fully 
comprehended their 
feelings as well as their needs. 
We are reminded here that 
God never lets His people go. 
As J. W. Hamilton points out 
in his book, Where Now Is 
Thy God?, “God is no spec­ 
tator looking on. 
He is 
nearer than we think.” 
“He is 
stirring in our 
midst, 
although often He 
becomes 
obscured in the 
clamorous 
confusion,” 
Hamilton adds. 
The Scripture today re­ 
presents sermons by Ezekiel 
directed to Judah and Jeru­ 
salem. 
He has a message 
from God, designed to stir 
up the people and to remind 
them that it isn’t too late to 
admit their sins and turn 
again 
to 
God for help. 
Ezekiel presents 
vivid and 
colorful words. 
“People listened to him 
out 
oi 
appreciation for 
aesthetic 
beauty, 
even 
i though their minds were too 
engrossed 
with selfish pas­ 
sions to heed his teaching,” 
according to the Interpreter’s 
Commentary. 
Many nations have exper­ 
ienced 
similar 
incidents. 
Even 
as this nation ap­ 
proaches its 200th birthday, 
we feel a need to renew, re­ 
create, and restore the spirit 
that prevailed in 1776. 
“I will take out of your 
flesh the heart of stone and 
give you a heart of flesh,” 
God promised the people. 
He realized that bitterness 
often exists in the hearts of 
people 
when their leaders 
tail them. 
Unfortunately, too many 
persons think or God only as 


some one who existed long 
before our day. 
We must 
remember that God exists in 
every age, the past, present, 
and future. 
Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., said that “If the church 
of today does not recapture 
the sacrificial spirit or the 
early church, it will lose its 
authentic ring, 
forfeit the 
loyalty of millions, and be 
dismissed 
as an irrelevant 
social club with no meaning 
for the twentieth century. 
Ezekiel urged the people 
to repent and seek forgive­ 
ness for their sins. A revival 
and renewal was needed then 
as 
today. 
Many of the 
people then, as in many parts 
of 
the world today, had 
abandoned hope. 
Ezekiel was handicapped 
in his role of pastor-priest 
to scattered Israel. 
He en­ 
countered persons who were 
bias 
against anything new 
and who fought any sug­ 
gested change. 
Yet 
when 
everything 
seems impossible, Godfs help 
is always available. And one 
must remember that while 
legal responsibility may be 
compromised, 
spiritual in­ 
tegrity is consistent. 
Ezekiel’s stern words fell 
upon the ears of people who 
had 
suffered horribly in 
exile. 
Yet out of this suf­ 
fering a new spirit eventually 
developed. 
Unfortunately, we have a 
tendency 
to overlook our 
moral and spiritual failures. 
Like other prophets, Ezekiel 
kept stressing God’s presence 
and His promise of individual 
hope. 
God has promised us a 
new heart to use in seeking 
forgiveness. 
He only asks 
that we turn to Him for 
spiritual assurance. He wants 
us to know, love and obey 
Him. 
Today God 
faces more 
competition for our atten­ 
tion. 
Prophets are needed 
today to draw our attention 
from 
the 
more material 
aspects of our society. 
Rather than tum to psy­ 
chiatrists, 
columnists, and 
self-proclaimed 
healers, we 
should follow the wordis of 
Ezekiel and remind ourselves 
that God is always available 
to solve our problems. 


THE BIBLE 


161. Solomon’s Great Wisdom 


Soon after Solomon had been granted wealth and wisdom, two young women came 
to the king to have a dispute settled. One of the women stated that she had recenly given 
birth to a baby and that the other woman (who lived with her) had delivered a child 
three days later. However, the child born last died, and its mother switched the dead 
child with the living one during the night. 
When the case was brought before him, Solomon commanded that a sword be brought 
to him, and he said, “ ...D iv id e the living child in two, and give half to the one, and 
half to the other." (I Kings 3:25) 
The woman who really was the mother of the child and who truly loved him shouted 
that the other woman should be given the child so that it might live. However, the other 
woman who claimed to be the mother of the child wanted the child slain and divided.
